London was taken ill 
last night and was found unconscious 
early this morning by a servant who 
went to his room to awaken him. 

His condition at first alarmed his 
sister, Mrs. Eliza Shepard, who sum- 
moned physicians from this city. 

From the time London was found this 
morning he did not regain consciousness. 

Besides his sister, Mrs. Shepard, Lon- 
don is survived by a daughter, who is 
a student at the University of Califor- 
nia; his mother, who lives in Oakland, 
Cal., and his wife, Charmion London. 
Mra. London was at her husband’s side 
when death came. 

London would have been 41 years old 
on Jan. 12. 


Lived Like His Heroes. 

Mr. and /Mrs. London recently re- 
turned from a sojourn of several 
months in the Hawaiian islands and 
have been living on their Gien Ellen 
ranch, one of the most elaborately 
equipped in northern California. 

Mr. London's life was as adventurous 
and strenuous as those of the heroes of 
whom he wrote. Born in San Francisco 
in Jan. 12, 1876, he was educated in tiie 
public schools there and entered the 
University of California, but left it to 
go to the Klondike.

FRANCIS JOSEPH. 

Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria Hungary was 
the last of the Shakespearean kings. His picture 
is in the imagination along with that of Lear. 

Causes which make tragedy had been started 
at work and there was hardly a break in the 
inevitability of consequence in the life of the 
emperor. 

Francis Leh was a medieval king, and his 
fate had the coloring of a medieval fate. Austria 
Hungary is more than a dual monarchy. It is a 
complex state of emotion. It is a body almost 
entirely surrounded by revolt and indignation. 
Austria-Hungary as a political organization ard 
Francis Joseph as a person had been in touch | 
with these circumstances from the time he became 
emperor. a 

Probably what made him so conspicuous a figure | 
in popular imagination was the fashion in which 
fate seemed to play with him. He was allowed 
to grow venerable, but all the time inevitability 
was demanding its price. Human life has sor- 
rows, but the sorrows of this man were drama- 
tized. We said he was Shakespearean. He was 
more a figure from Aeschylus. His fate wap a 
bit of sheer Greek tragedy. Everything he | 
touched was saddened. E\verything for which he 
might have an affection came to violent end. 
His life was a bit of Greek tragedy, in that it 
presented in a great glare of light a personality

His death, we should judge, is merely the finish 
of @ drama and without political consequence.

AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 
American railways are one thing. American 
railway management and control are quite an- 
other. It is thd sins of the latter that have 
brought forth the harvest of hostility with which 


abuses of management we have not always been 
careful to make this distinction, although we 
must make it if we are to avoid injuring ourselves, 

The damage done directly and indirectly by 
mere jugglers of securities like Jay Gould, who 
used his powers of manipulation on the stock 
exchange to wreck rafilroad values, can hardly be 
overstated. The Rock Island was a splendid 
property, serving a great and growing region. It 
should have been as solid as Gibraltar. But it 
was boarded by finaneial pirates, who, by legal 
devices which need not here be described, secured 
control without responsibility and brought the 
property low. Now Chicago financial and busi- 
ness men interested in the integrity of values and 
in the efficiency of transportation have begun to 
try to build it up again on the basis of sound 
railroading and sound finance. But meantime 
legitimate investors had lost heavily and the 
strength of the road as a public servant was 
diminished. In New England there was a great 
system of railroads. It was temporarily wrecked 
through the excessive ambitions of a financial 
Napoleon. 

Railroad managers have corrupted legislatures, 
conspired with monopolies, grafted in various 
forms to the injury of their investors and the 
public. They have carried on foolish and waste- 


where they should have conserved revenues, wast- 
ing in supply and operation, issulng new secur- 
ities to meet expenses which should have been 
met from revenue. They have been tactiless, nar- 
row, inconsiderate, incompetent, ete., etc, That is, 
they have been human beings with great oppor- 
tunities and great temptations. 4 

But while we have named here the faults of 
railroad managers of the worst type and some of 
the faults of all, we ought also to recall that 
the management of many of the railroads ranks 
among the most admirable achievements of Amer- 
Wan practical genius. Speaking of American rail- 
Ways in general, a French expert has paid: 
_ “The railways of the United States represent one 
of the most marvelous efforts of human industry 
o turn to good account the resources of a coun- 
try. Through the rapidity of development and the 
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ious to see that the blow we aim at abuses of 
management does not go astray. It is a very 
foolish man who smashes his own property be 
cause the man in charge of it displeases him. 

We need to protect ourselves not only from 
the predatory adventurers ‘who, sometimes loot 
railway properties, but also from the demagogue 
who tells us that anything we can get from 4 
railroad is profit. The 2 cent fare laws were an 
example of this fallacy in some cases, If a rail 
way, legitimately and economically managed, can- 
not get enough revenue for its uses by charging 
2 cents a mile, it is no profit to the public to have 
a 2 cent rate. What the passenger saves in fares 
the whole public loses in the reduced efficiency of 
a necessary publiq service. If shippers force 
freight rates too low, if organized employés force 
wage increases which the road cannot afford to 
pay out of its income, these special classes may 
profit directly for a while, but the public must 
eventually pay for it and even the classes bene- 
fited will suffer eventually with the rest. 

The abuses which have appeared in railway his 
tery should be intelligently corrected, but they 
will not be if we fail to realize our common tn 
terest in the protection and advancement of the 
railways as one of the chief factors in our na- 


tional prosperity.

It seems that at 
banquet given not long ago by 
the high sheriff of Dublin, Lord 
Wimborne declared, during the course 
of his speech, “No 1 
he likes the British connection, likes 
the British rule, and when I say Irish- 
men do not like the British rule, I am 
not surprised at it.” g 

Now, while there is a great deal of 
truth in this and in his subsequent an- 
imadversions against the Bnglish ad- 
ministration of the Emerald isie, it was 
a most improper and indisereet utter- 
ance, coming from one who officially 
represents in Ireland not only British 
rules, but likewise the British sovereign. 
This, taken in conjunction with a num- 
ber of other similar breaches of pro- 
priety and of tact, has created so much 
irritation against him that it is said 
that, both the cabinet and thé king are 
looking out for some othe? peer to take 
the place of lord lieutenant in his stead;

WASTE OF BABIES 
CALLED FOOLISH 


Prof. Tufts Says Branding 
Children with Bar Sinis- 
ter Is Economic Loss. 


Branding children born out of wedlock 
with the bar sinister te 4 foolish waste 
of babies that the country needs, Prof. 
James H. Tufts of the University of 
Chicago asserted yesterday in a speech 
before the reform department of the 
Chicago Woman's club. 

“Grave economic waste results from 
denying justice and legal status to the 
children of unmarried mothers,” he 
said. They are so handicapped that 
it is well nigh impossible for them to 
grow to usefulness. When we refuse 
them a fair chance the loss is as much 
theirs as ours.“ 


Discusses Proposed Bill. 

Dr. Lucy Waite discussed a bill pro- 
posed for presentation to the legislature, 
under which the birth of a child consti- 
tutes a marriage of the parents, unless 
one of the parerits is already married. 
“The present Illinois law is the worst 
in the world,” said Dr. Waite. ‘“‘A man 
can settle with the mother of his child 
for $550, paid within ten years.” + 


Tells of Norwegian Law. 
Mra. Katherine Anthony told of the 
new Norwegian law, giving the child 
born out of wedlock an equal share in 
the father’s estate. She said if the 
mother was of such a character as to 
throw ambiguity about the identity of 
the male parent then all of the men who 
might be the father are required to con- 
tribute.
